ROME, Nov. 26 — Capture of tw o American 
military observer* and a number of American 
and British journalists by Italian fa rces in Liby a 
was announced by the Italian high command to­ 
day . 
None of the American ca ptives w a s Identified 
by the war bulletin, which sta ted merely that the 
observ ers were officers of the United Sta tes 
A rm y Air Force. 
The communique admitted that British forces 
occupied the oa sis of (Halo in the Liby an desert, 
hut claimed British units had been surrounded 


and a nnihilated south of Sidi Rezegh. 
Gen. P. F. Armstrong, commander of a brigade 
in the la th South African Division, also was de­ 
clared to ha ve been captured by Italian forces in 
Liby a. 
It wa s claimed he is the second British 
imperial general to have been taken prisoner dur­ 
ing the current desert operations. 
The war bulletin said the Italians “ thus far” 
have taken about 5,000 prisoners and claimed 
that on the Solium Front on the Egy ptia n side of 
the Egy ptlan-Liby an border a tta cks by three 
British divisions a ga inst positions held by the 
Ita lia n Sa vona division were “ crushed.”

S u r g e r y In crea ses C u res o f T u b e r c u lo sis

the greatest factor in restoring 
these patients to health. 
There 
was a tim e when they were en­ 
couraged to take activ e exercise 
which simply broke down their re­ 
sistance and helped spread the dis­ 
ease fu rth er through the lungs. 


Open Air T reatm ent 
We were also using fresh, open 
air, a practice that was introduced 
about one hundred years ago by 
Geo rge Bodington, who broke with 
the o ld tradition of shutting these 
patients in air-tight rooms and put 
them o ut in the open air, no m atter 
what the w eather. The public was 
sho cked when he 
did this, and 
thought the exposure would kill 
the poor consumptiv es, but they 
impro ved greatly . Fresh air, and 
if they can afford it, sanatorium 
treatment and a good climate are 
still im portant elements 
in trea t­ 
ment. 
Plenty of excellent food was 
a 
great factor in the treatm ent 
thirty « ycars ago. 
These people 
still need extra nourishm ent, but 
we hav e found th a t it can be ov er­ 
done. It is easy, when they are at 
rest in bed, with fresh air to giv e 
them an appetite, to put weight on 
these patients. But it giv es a sense 
o f false security and afte r the dis­ 
ease is quiescent when they get 
back to activity , they regain their 
em aciated appearance quickly. 
Semi-Hurgicai Methods 
The great adv ance in treatm ent 
has been in the use of semi-surgi- 
ca! metho ds, mo st impo rtant of 
which is co llapse o f the affected 
lung and tho introduction 
o f air 
into the pleural cav ity thus im­ 
mobilizing the lung — pneumo­ 
tho rax . This is done on neaily all 
patients nowadays, and it has re­ 
sulted in a great increase in the 
number of healed cases. The lung 
has to be re-collapsed ev ery week 


o r so, but it is no t nearly as fo r­ 
midable a procedure as it sounds. 
Many other surgical procedures 
are carried out for tuberculosis be­ 
sides pneum othorax, such as col­ 
lapse of the entire side of the chest 
wall or cutting the phrenic nerv e 
so th a t the diaphragm does rot 
mov e. All of these surgical pro­ 
cedures depend for their efficacy 
on the great principle of putting 
the lung entirely a t rest. 


Impro ved Week by Week 
I have befo re me the auto bio g­ 
raphy o f a patient who was a med­ 
ical student when he fo und he had 
a mo derately advanced case o f 
tuberculo sis. Re had radical sur­ 
g ery — tho raco plasty — and he re­ 
co rds his sensatio ns and ex peri­ 
ences during the y ears that have 
fo llo wed. Here was a trained o b­ 
server who had so me kno wledge 
o f the metho ds o f treatment and 
elected to use radical surgery fo r 
tuberculo sis. It was a great satis­ 
factio n to him to no te week by 
week 
the 
impro vement 
in 
his 
sy mpto ms and the way in which 
the co llapsed chest kept the dis­ 
case fro m spreading. Peo ple with 
tuberculo sis who may dread to 
face *hese ex tensive o peratio ns 
may take so me co mfo rt and co ur­ 
ag e fro m his ex periences. 
The 
m ost hopeful thing o f all is that 
with these metho d- o f treatment, 
new and o ld, we are able to resto re 
many patients to co mplete health.

ASHINGTON— The British barring of 
Russian Ambassador Litvinoff from 
an airplane en route to tile U.S.A. has in­ 
creased Washington whisper? that 
it is 
about time the British did something to 
clean up their moribund diplomatic service j 
and cut out snubs to people who are try­ 
ing to help them. 
It has long been the belief of Ameri­ 
cans, too polite to mention it. that the 
British Embassy in Washington can make 
more mistakes to the square inch even than 
Mr. Hull’s State Department— and many; 
of the State Department’s mistakes come 
from trying so ardently to ape the British. 
For years the British Embassy has set

Surgery Increases Cures of I uberculosis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• The management of cases of 
tuberculosis has entirely chanced 
since I was in active charge of a 
tuberculosis Pavillion thirty years 
ago. We had learned then the pri­ 
mary importance of rest— day and 
night—and that still is probably

the greatest factor in restoring 
these patients to health. 
There 
was a time when they were en­ 
couraged to take active exercise 
which simply broke down their re­ 
sistance and helped spread the dis­ 
ease further through the lungs. 


Open Air Treatment 
We ware also using fresh, open 
air, a practice that was introduced 
about one hundred years ago by 
George Bodington, who broke with 
the old tradition of shutting these 
patients in air-tight rooms and put 
them out in the open air, no matter 
what the weather. The public was 
shocked when he did this, and 
Ihoaght the exposure would kill 
the poor consumptives, but they 
improved greatly. Fresh air, and 
if they can afford it, sanatorium 
treatment and a good climate are 
still important elements in treat­ 
ment. 
Plenty of excellent food was a 
great factor in the treatment 
thirty ^ears ago. 
These people 
still need extra nourishment, but 
we have found that it can be over­ 
done. It is easy, when they are at 
rest in bed, with fresh air to give 
them an appetite, to put weight on 
these patients. But it gives a sense 
of false security and after the dis­ 
ease is quiescent when they get 
back to activity, they regain their 
emaciated appearance quickly. 
Semi-surgical Mel hods 
The great advance in treatment 
has been in the use of semi-surgi­ 
cal methods, most important of 
which is collapse of the affected 
lung and tho introduction of air 
into the pleural cavity thus im­ 
mobilizing the lung —. pneumo­ 
thorax. This is done on neatly all 
patients nowadays, and it has re­ 
sulted in a great increase in the 
number of healed cases. The lung 
has to be re-coilapsed every week 


or so, but it is not nearly as for­ 
midable a procedure as it sounds. 
Many other surgical procedures 
are carried out for tuberculosis be­ 
sides pneumothorax, such as col­ 
lapse of the entire side of the chest 
wall or cutting the phrenic nerve 
so that the diaphragm does rot 
move. AH of these surgical pro­ 
cedures depend for their efficacy 
on the great principle of putting 
the lung entirely at rest. 


Improved Week by Week 
I have before me the autobiog­ 
raphy of a patient who was a med­ 
ical student when he found he had 
a moderately advanced case of 
tuberculosis. Re had radical sur­ 
gery— thoracoplasty — and he re­ 
cords his sensations and experi­ 
ences during the years that have 
followed. Here was a trained ob­ 
server who had some knowledge 
of the methods of treatment and 
elected to use radical surgery for 
tuberculosis. It was a great satis­ 
faction to him to r.ote week by 
week 
the 
improvement 
in bis 
symptoms and the way in which 
the collapsed chest kept the dis­ 
ease from spreading. People with 
tuberculosis who may dread to 
face these extensive operations 
may take some comfort and cour­ 
age from his experiences. 
The 
most hopeful thing of all is that 
with these methods of treatment, 
new and old, we are able to restore 
many patients to complete health.
